This la a free coun- 
try and nobody could put us in Jail 
for It. But la It either prudent or 
profitable to disregard the conclus 
ions of our profotindett thinkers In 
all ages who have devoted their lives 
to the study of those very problema"' 
Back of the Issues raised by Diogenes 
are some of the profoundest questions 
that hive engaged the attention of 
scholarly men In all ages, questions 
apparently little dreamed of In he 
philosophy of Diogenes. I possibly 
could not hope to make my meaning 
any clearer or more Instructive to the 
readers of The Sun than by quoting 
at some length from "A Crumb for 
the 'Modern Symposium'," by the 
late Prof. John Fieke. of Yale, which 
appears In the volume of his works 
entitled "Darwinism and Other Ej*- 
••yi." vix: 

"Materialism of this tort has plenty 
of defenders, no doubt, but not 
among those who are skilled in phil- 
osophy. The untrained thinker, who 
believe* that the group of [>henomenii 
constituting the table on which he 
Is writing hat an objective ex'stence 
itidvpsndent of consciousness, will 
probably find no difficulty in accept- 
ing this sort of materialism. If he 
is devoted to the study of nervous 
physiology, he will be very likely to 
adopt some such crude notion, and 
to proclaim it as xealously as If It 
were a very Important truth, calcu- 
lated to promote In many ways, the 
welfare of mankind. The science of 
such a writer is very likely to be 
sound and valuable, and whit he 
tell* us about woorara-polnon and 
frogs'' legs, and acute mania. WW 
probably be worthy of nerlous atten- 
tion. But with his philosophy It is 
quite otherwise. When he has pro-
